ATTACKED IN 
RESTAURANT 

Lawrence Rochester, Sci. '23, 
Victim of Unprovoked 
Assault. 

ROB3ERYMOTIVE. 

Assailant Captured By Stu- 
dents after Short Chase 

Attacked from behind while .standing 
in the washroom of Child's Peel street 
restaurant, Lawrence Rochester, Sci. '23 
was taken to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital late last night suffering from sev- 
eral scalp wounds as well as bruises on 
his arms. His assailant is now under 
police custody and will appear in the 
court this morning to answer to a charge 
of assault which has been laid against 
him. 

A group of students had been having 
their nightly supper in the restaurant 
when the unfortunate victim of the 
assault left for a few minutes to go to 
the washroom. He did not notice any- 
one standing about when he entered the 
Place, but, as he bent over the wash- 
bowl, he suddenly received a severe blow 
on the head with a small axe that was 
apparently wrapped in paper to conceal, 
it. Stunned, he scarcely had time to turn 
iroimd before he received several mort 
blows on the head and one on the arm 
is !.e lined i: to. ward of the atiaiik- 

His assailant seemed to be aghast at 
his own action for In: quickly slipped 
up the stairs and out of the restaurant 
miioliced. The appearance of Rochester 
i< he staggered tin to the main floor 
!he building rp.ijckly broujjh a crowd to 
his side and, when he related the story 
Ji" the attack as best he could, his com- 
muions immediately left to give chase 
to th.' fasi disappearing fugitive. 

Mj the time they had caught sight of 
i m hi? was well nn his way across 
Dominion Square in the direction oi 
porchester street and disappeared in the 
Ur!>ni?>s. A short search of the vicinity 
ly the students who had pursued him 
l-selosed .the fact tha: he was hiding 
'îchitul one of the pillars of St. James 
Cathedral. He m ole :to resistance wiiei- 
he saw that the numbers pursuing Inn 
would make such action useless and pro 
:ci:dcd quietly to the Police Station a 
lie corner of Guy anil St. Catherine 
trects. 

Winn captured lie did not have the 
i>.e. having apparently thrown it away 
vheit lie saw that he was being follow 
I but a search by the police revealed 
he fact that he bail a bunch of skelc.on 
keys in his pocket.

Eryerton and Jones Spoke on 
Conservative and Liberal 
Parties Respectively 

Two very interesting papers were 
read at the second regular meeting ' of 
the Historical Club held last evening at 
Strathcona Hall, the President; F. \V. 
Waller being i:i the chair. The subject 
Under discussion was the history of the 
two chief political parties in Canada. 
An excellent paper was read by \ T . I£ger- 
,on who traced the history of the Con- 
servative party, which was followed In 
.he history of the Liberal party, ably 
Jelivered by K. K. Jones. 

At the outset, lîgetton slated that 
there were few concise outlines of the 
.-hronological past of cither party, and 
that a brief survey of the history of 
Canada from the beginning of British 
n:h- was deemed necessary. He traced 
the history of Canada from the govcru- 
l'rriiip of Ccrerai.-Jiioits A'awuy- to the 
Institution of the legislatures ' by the 
Constitutional Ac', of 1791. From thai 
' >■ onward the development of the var- 
• us political groups began to take place, 
m'd by 182-1 the Radicals or Liberals sc- 
curcd a majority in the popular asseui- 
)!y in Upper Canada, thus marking the 
•cal beginning oi party distinction. From 
.lie Liberal efforts at reform in 1838 to 
'•ip. achievement of Confederation in 
'867, and "from the latter date to the 
present day political situation was care- 
,'u!Iy covered; 

The second speaker. R. K. Jones, ii: 
equally interesting paper, displayed 
narked préfère.- ,:e for the Libera! par- 
■i and following a siho'r! sketch of Can- 
dian history niter 1763, traced the oti- 
iu of the Liberal party, to the efforts 
if the Radicals to ovverride the Family 
linnpact, and establish moiJ représenta- 

ve rule. The speaker asserted that Ire 
.i!>crals had ahvays stood for progress 
nd democracy while the Conservative! 
Vad adhered to, the old order of tilings, 
lie, as well as the first speaker, touched 
m the present political situa ion, claim 
that Premier-Elect King would sue- 
::•:•(! in forming a government tha' 
would strive for Canada's prosperity. 

Tlie presence of 1'rofessor Basil Wi! 
lia ins and Dr. C. K. Fryer was much 
ipprcciatcd, and following the refresh 
itcnts, together with the student moin- 

rs of the Club, I hey entered on nn in-

CHARTER FOR 
R.V.C. MAY 
BE GRANTED 

Governors Announce Prob- 
ability of Such Action. 

CORPORATION MEETS. 



Many Improvements Will be 
Considered by the Board. 

It is highly probable that a Royal 
Charter will be secured in the near fu- 
ture for the Royal Victoria College ,a« 
the Federal and Provincial Governments 
have agreed to offer no objections to 
such action. Tin's was made known by 
the Board of Governors yesterday at a 
meeting of the Corporation of the Uni- 
versity at which the principal, Sir Ar- 
thur Curric presided. 

The two newly elected representatives 
of the Graduates in Arts and Applied 
Science respectively, namely, Mr. Walter 
Molson of Arts 1904, and Mr. Homer 
Jacquays of Applied Science 1896 were 
present and were accorded a hearty wel- 
come by the Principal. 

The Acting-Dean of the faculty of 
Arts, Dr James Harkness', informed the 
Corporation that the Faculty arc consid- 
ering the advisability of modifying the 
curriculum with a view to increasing the 
facilities for higher scholarship in the 
upper years. 

Dean Adams, in presenting flic report 
for the Faculty of \pplied Science, laid 
stress on the advisability of using a por- 
tion of the income from the Mrs. E. B. 
Eddy bequest for the establishment of a 
Chair in Industrial Chemistry or Chcmi- 
•al Engineering, and it was decided on 
"its nt'otioui seconded by Dr. Unttan, to 
make this recommendation to the Hoard 
if Governors. 

Dr. Thornton Dean o: the Faculty of 
Dentistry, announced that the new wing 
'o the Montreal General Hospital, which 
!s being built expressly for the Dental 
Clinic, is Hearing completion, and that it 
will be ready ior occupation after Christ- 
mas.:: 

Dean Perrin of the Faculty of Aluvc, 
reported that there was a slight increase 
over the attendance of last year, there 
'icing 223 registered, including 77 junior 
palliais. He also informed the meeting 
of an'increasé in the number of candi- 
dates examined last May and June with 
i corresponding increase in the amount 
o; fees received. Prospective changes in 
the staff were also noted. Mr. Egcri 
ton has resigr.td to take a position in 
W innipeg next month, and Miss Dun- 
can, violin teacher, and Miss Konwrick'. 
piano teacher, are also resigning. He 
also pointed out that the proceeds of 
the orchestral concerts are applied to 
form a fund, the interest of which in

ON CURRICULUM

The address of the evening was de- 
livered by Prof. John Tait, of the de- 
partment of Physiology, on "The Milli- 
ng of a Medical Curriculum" This 
'ntercsring subject was discussed in a 
Sroad and comprehensive manner, the 
European and American University sys- 
tems being explained. McGill was found 
to be influenced by both systems, and 
;he speaker outlined a course of im 
prcivcment by which the Canadian school 
might progress and yet keep its best 
ideals intact. A definite change in policy 
is indicated, if not demanded, but it is 
questionable whether any existing sys 
tern can be effectually applied to Mc- 
Gill. 

The discussion following the address 
was led by the undergraduate members, 
tile honorary members following, and a 
summary was presented by Dr. Tait. 

It is sincerely hoped that more of the 
iterators will be able to attend meetings 
':i the future, both for their own plea- 
sure and instruction, and as a courtesy 
to the speaker.

Gill during the past few years. In the purely college competitions 
the students of the various faculties have turned out and supported 
their representatives in just as enthusiastic a fashion as they would 
their 'Varsity teams in an intercollegiate contest. 

McGill has always hern noted for the manner in which the tin 
iuale.s turned out in a body whenever men or women from 
university were competing with representatives from other col- 
leges. As a matter of fact, the university spirit has had much to 
do with the success of the college teams when pitted against ag- 
gregations which had come from universities that were much 
stronger numerically. The fact that a student was in one or 
otb-r of the faculties has never been considered as long as he was 
wearing the Red ;md White colours. 

\ it is possible, however, to develop the university spirit to such 
an extent that it will be a detriment instead of a help to the stu 
dent activities. Whereas a wholesome college spirit is admirable 
when intercollegiate c.-r.tcrt.- ; / • being held, a faculty spirit can 
do much in paving the way for tlu: icr.tps in their preparation for 
the larger contests later in the year. 

Of course, nothing is less to be desired than a condition of af- 
fairs whereby the faculty spirit would become so great as to threat- 
en to outdo the idea that the university io to be always given the 
first consideration. This tendency has always been comhatted by 
us even to the extent of absolutely refusing to allow school or fac- 
ulty departments in the college paper, or to give any one depart- 
ment of the university privileges that were not accorded to th 
others. 

' There is a happy medium, and it appears as if it were the case 
here at the present time. The college leagues have proved that 
faculty spirit is not dead, and the spirit at the intercollegiate con- 
si 3 certainly is not lacking.

Political Economy meeting started 
kst night with gloomy prospects, as so 
.- many of the students were occupied with 
otter activities. S. D. Pierce tiic presid- 
ent; was unable to he present and P. X. 
Addy, the vice-president took the cha: 

iAt the last minute however, quite 
r.itinbcr of men appeared and the tneet- 
...intî was a success from star, to finish. 
The papers of the evening dealt with 
the "Basis of Representation." The sub- 
ject was handled by G. B.. Puddicombe 
Arts '23 and E. \V. Willard also Arts' 
•23. 

Mr. Puddicombe was the first speaker 
and to quote his opening sentence. "This 
-~er on territorial representation is giv- 
;> with the primary object of affording 
a' "view'-point from which one may per- 
cciyc the system set forth in the succeed- 
ing, paper in the light of comparison." 
He .pointed out in a few words the ad- 
vancement of mankind which made dem- 
ocracy a natural growth from, an outlet 
for his political ideas. The usual sys- 
tem, is representation from constituencies 
wiQi a basis of population irrespective 
of>ihe class of people in 'tlio" districts/ 
However the first British Parliament 
wOjg really a soviet system wiîhiiclass re- 
presentation although it was not recog- 
• nized as suclt. He then pointed out* in a 
few words how our Federal House is 
elected as well as the provincial munici- 
pal bodies. He added that the ad- 
vantage of our system is that the mem- 
beÇ,* knows his electoral district very 
it and is dependent on them for his 
&inn. whereas in a pyramiding sys- 
ffttv the annointee may be little known 
r^jenow little of the feelings of the 
-lettorate. 

Willard then dealt with the Soviet 
- stem as at present in force in Russia. 
His opening sentence is also worth quot- 
ation : "In discussing the Soviet the big 
thing to remember is that the term Sov- 
. iet yjmplies not a political party but a 
system of government and that it is not 
in She least synonymous with Bolshe- 
vik]?' He showed that is is really a log- 
tcafcand practicable form of government 
and" one which has found great favour 
ntong the Russians. It is a type of or- 
nization through which the Bolsheviki 



though few of " the people arc really 
Communists. Its essential distinguishing 
features are election by industrial units, 
election by an electorate of workers 
manual or mental. They say that those 
who do the work should do the govern- 
ing. At first it worked well but its fail- 
ure is due to political reasons. 

The whole system is a pyramid:. "Thi? 
foundation .is the village soviet of: from 
three to fifty members; The next grade 
is the Volas t which represents a town- 
ship of villages. The next grade up- 
ward-is the Uyczd. Then we find the 
PrpviticiaLSoyiet or fjubernia. The last 
is the All-Russian Congress which meets 
twice a year to transact the business of 
;!ie nation. Willard showed that the sys- 
tem failed because the world outside of 
Russia looked down on it and the Pol- 
shevik control. In time and with a fair 
trial it would probably wort; out well. 

Both papers were well delivered bu! 
as the paper of Willard dealt with a 
subject so novel that the discussion took 
the form of questions put to Willard 
who answered so well that Dr. Hem 
mem complimented him upon it and also 
added a few words on the subject of the 
Soviet. The meeting broke up about ten- 
thirty

A TRADITIONLESS 
COLLEGE. 



A good many people complain 
about the results of college education 
and the time lost in what is known 
as college "life" as distinguished from 
college work. A 'good many colleges 
would try reforms, moreover, were it 
n'ot for the weight of "traditions" 
and the opposition of more or less ob- 
scurantist' 'alumni. 

Suppose some one should say to 
X0U-t-"Hcrc are a couple of millions 
of dollars.. Go ahead and start a col- 
lege. " There are no alumni to hold 
you back, and as for traditions, you 
can begin at theg round and make 
your own!" 

Roughly, thts was what happened 
to Dr. William Trufant Foster, about 
ten years ago, when he was asked to 
start a college at Portland, Oregon. 
Reed College is the result — an at- 
tractive little institution looking down 
on Portland and the Willamette River 
from one of the outlying hills. 

Reed doesn't need to worry about 
making itself so fascinating that the 
"prep" school football stars will go 
nowhere else. It has no intercollegi- 
ate athletics, but compuls'ary intra- 
mural exercise and sports for all «tu- 
dents able to take part. It has nei- 
ther fraternities nor sororitcs. And it 
has stoutly refused to grow any fast- 
er than its equipment and teaching 
staff would justify. 

But Reed has flourished, neverthe- 
less. It has maintained the accent on 



THEOLOGS DISCUSS 
ARTS EDUCATION 

Value of Academics Course 
Subject of Debate. 1 

The Diocesan Convocation Hall 
was the scene of a very interesting 
and keenly contested debate on Wed- 
nesday night. This debate was in- 
teresting for two reasons. Firstly, 
because each speaker represented a 
different part of the British Empire; 
tnd 'secondly, because the subject de- 
bated is oi great interest to each man 
who intends to take Holy Orders. 
The subject of the debate was: Re- 
solved — "That a degree in Arts he 
•otnpulsory for aill intending Theolo- 
gical students." 

Messrs. C. Kidding and Butler 
supported the affirmative by advanc- 
"ng the argument that it is necessary 
for. every Christian priest to obtain 
a good education in order to main- 
tain the great traditions handed down 
to them. They claimed that it is im- 
possible for a man to live up to this 
high standard and to fulfill certain 
theological requirements, if he has 
■inly a theological education. 

Moreover, it is difficult for a man 
to answer the question of the mod- 
ern congregation without an educa- 
tion equal to the education of the av- 
erage person in the congregation. 

Messrs, S M. A. Lenan and G. 
Cooncy spoke on the negative side. 
They maintained that a university 
education was not necessary for a 
clergyman, for the people of to-day 
do not depend upon the clergy for 
explanations of everyday occurrence. 
Therefore the Church wants men 
who arc well-informed on theological 
questions rather than men who are 
not particularly in any branch of 
learning. 

The debate ended, the judges with- 
drew to decide which side had the 
■better arguments. After a consider- 
able time, they returned with care- 
worn faces to inform ' the audience 
that the affirmative had won the hon 
ours of the evening. 



The junior basketball season got 
away to a flying start last night at 
the North Branch Y.M.C.A., when 
the Junior A's of McGill tallied 33 
points to 31 of the.

The game was played chiefly for 
the purpose of giving the McGill team 
a final practice in the English game, 
which they have played very little of, 
before leaving here to battle against 
the Brown champions at New York 

next week. 

The English game differs, vastly 
from that of the American. The goal; 
arc far larger than tltose used in Am- 
erican water pcJo, nor are the goals 
the same size, the area of the goal at 
the shallow end being about twice the 
size of the one at the deep end, due 
to tire fact that a goal keeper can 
stop a ball easier at the shallow end 
than at the deep end. The ball is 
about an inch smaller than the stan- 
dard American ball, and heavier. . A 
player cannot stop the ball with his 
feet on bottom (except th: goal- 
keeper), nor can he hit the ball on 
the fly with his fist. Underwater 
swimming is strictly against the 
English rule?, and there is only two 
periods of play in the game. 

The two teams were very evenly 
matched, and played an excellent 
gaine in spite of the fact that they 
have played very little of the English' 
game, although the? referee was forc- 
ed to check up members ■ of both 
teams for catching the ball with their 
feet on bottom. 

The student body, of McGill Uni- 
versity, at Montreal, looks forward 
with keen enthusiasm to the aquatic 
meet between her team and those of 
our cousins across the line'. ' McGill 
will clash with Columbia aud the N. : 
V. A. C. in Xcw- York, and Brpvyii 
in Providence. The American teams 
arc of the very best -and. the- results 
arc expected to he -very close., .

Gill in the American • tour . are : Vcr- 
not, Fisk, Parsons,- Laidlcy, Muiiro, 
Ross and Laishlcy.

Tennis comes next with 312, and 
football a close third with 293. It is 
surprising that such a large number 
of school boys have become acquaint- 
ed with the great game before coining 
to college, for it is not played on back 
lots to the same extent as baseball, 
but. being a 'more highly organized 
game, is found almost exclusively in 
the schools. Out of such a large num- 
ber, nearly 30 per cent of the entering 
class, good material can surely be 
found if the proper facilities can be 
obtained for accommodating and leadi- 
ng those who wish to continue playing 
t through college. 

Basketball can claim only 212, with 
rack numbering 203. Slightly more 
than 10 per cent of the Freshmen have 
rowed, 108, and it i> doubtful it many 
of them haw engaged in racing. 

Boxing. 70; swimming, 65; handball, 
56; wrestling, 44, and soccer, 38, fol- 
low in that order, and the list closes 
with golf, 23, a game which does not 
claim many players before, college age 
but which will have its recruits after 
graduation. Tee hockey has 14 and !;i 
crosse 2, both games which are more 
popular north of the Canadian border. 

Fencing docs not appear on the lis; 
at ail. This fine exercise and inter- 
ring sport appeals to men of more 
mature years. 

If these figures are totaled up it will 
>e found that most boys have played 
couple of games ;it least (average. 1.8). 
Hid doubtless a few have practiced many 
more. The four years at Pennsylvania 
gives the greatest chance, and usually 
the las: chance, to develop and perfect 
die games already learned at school and 
learn new ones which can be pract- 
iced after college days are over.

The Compulsory system vs. the 
Elective system in the first year 
course was the subject of the debate 
held yesterday by the Delta Sigma 
Society, between the first and sec- 
ond years. The first year, represent- 
ed by Miss Marjory Grainger, and 
Mists Marion Hoffman-Smith, were 
of the opinion that students in the 
first year should be accorded the 
privilege of choosing their own 
courses. Miss Masscy-Baylcy and 
Miss Dorothea Hay, from second 
year, supported a compulsory sys- 
tem, and were adjudged thî winners 
by Miss Trenhohnc, Dr. Thomp- 
son and Mr. Noad, who very kindly 
acted as judges. 

Miss Masscy-Baylcy '»for the com- 
pulsory system, spoke first, end very 
carefully divided her materia] under 
six headings, three of which she 
dealt with herself. The freshmen, 
she said, on entering a university, 
arc as a rule loo young to know 
their own minds. They arc not 
properly capable of choosing their 
own courses. Also there is a very 
wide divergence among them of stan- 
dard education, and sometimes even 
of race, which must be assimilated 
by the university. The attitude of 
most university authorities is at 
present in favor of the compulsory 
system, and the weight of their judg- 
ment must be reckoned on that side. 

Miss (iraingcr spoke for the selec- 
tive system in first year. The course 
in the freshman year, she said, is so 
similar to the last year in high school 
that on its completion the student 
no better fitted for choice, than 
before, Assimilation of different 
standards could take place as well 
under the selective system as under 
he compulsory* and the greatest 
Irawback to Ihe latter seemed to be 
the fart that a great deal of time was 
spent on subjects which did\ not in- 
terest the student and would be of 
no use in after life. 

Mass Dorothy Hay then spoke for 
the second year. The real aim of 
education is not to store the mind 
with facts, but to discipline, and train 
it, she said. The interest of a sub- 
ject rests largely with the student 
henself. If she tries to be interested, 
she can usually succeed. Every sub- 
ject in the course has its own use in 
the training of the mind, and there 
arc many subjjects which arc abso- 
lutely necessary to a proper devel- 
opment of the student, such as. for 
example, physical education and Eng- 
lish composition. If we are all go- 
ing to he highly trained specialists, 
wtih no other interests there will be. 
no common basis on which we. can 
rrxef. We all need a broad, general 
base in common. 

Miss Hoffman-Smith was the next 
speaker. She began by observing 
that ail men arc different, and have 
différent mentalities. Therefore, a 
course can not be drawn up suitable 
for everyone. The twentieth cen- 
tury is. loo. an age in which the spe- 
cialist alone achieves success. The 
jaek-of-all trades has no place. The 
elective system is in force at Oxford 
and Cambridge, and the group sys- 
t.m, which she described as a cross 
between compulsion and tree choice 
of subjects, is the one used at Har- 
vard. 

Mis- Masscy-Baylcy endeavoured 
to refute her opponents' points, giv- 
ing, a- examples of universities 
where compulsion is. to a greater or 
vs. degree, exercised, the great Am- 
erican Universities of Yn'.e, Prince- 
ton and Harvard. 

Miss Trenholme. in presenting the 
decision of the judges, gave some 
helpful criticism, which shouid be of 
use to future debaters, both this year 
and next.

A number of gifts were reported by 
the Library Committee, the chief of 
which was the sum of $500. from the 
family of Dr. Francis McLennan, to 
provide postal library services to grad- 
uates of the affiliated theological col- 
leges and other clergy in localities not 
supplied with libraries. In connection 
with the Library School which has hi- 
therto been held in the summer, Cor- 
poration approved of a recommendation 
from the Library Committee that this 
school should henceforth be held in the 
winter and be carried on regularly 
throughout the session.
